~ PENITENTIARY 


Increase of 69 for Year Is 
Revealed by Prison 
Officials 


During the dominion government 
fiscal year ending March 31 last the 
number of inmates in custody in Can- 
adian penitentiaries was 2480 as com- 
pared with 2473 at the beginning of 
the year, according to figures received 
on Tuesday by Hon. J. F. Lymburn 
attorney general, from the superin- 
tendent of penitentiaries at Ottawa 

The average prison population for 
the year 1926-1927 was 2456, while 
that of the preceding year was 2396, 
an increase in the dally average of 60 


The per capita cost for 1926-27 was 
$1.38, 
Of those prisoners remaining at 


midnight March 31 last, 281 were 
under 20 years of age; 1036 were be- 
tween 20 and 30; while 45 were over 
60 years of age 

There were no escapes from peni- 
tentiaries during the year 

Of nationalities or yes Of birth, 
1540 were born in Canada; 177 in 
England and Wales; 40 from Ireland: 
61 in Scotland; and 29 in other Brit- 
ish countries. 

There was a total of 633 from for- 
eign countries made up of 209 from 
the United States; 94 from AuSstria- 
Hungary; 76 from Russia; 77 from 
Italy; 37 from China; 28 from Ru- 
mania; and 117 from other coun- 
tries 

The social habits of inmates showed 
that 475 were abstainers; 1491 tem- 
perate; and 514 intemperate.
